A NARROW ESCAPE, 


As already reported by wire in these columns, 
the Shite Line steamer Monmouthshire, which 
teh Yokohama, for Karatsu, on April agth, at 
to am. has been on shore. She is badly 
dama,ed and will be in dock for,some time, 
but sor.ous th ph her condition isit is not one- 
tenth as serious us n might have been, For 
she has undoubtedly had a very narcow escape 
from total loss, says the Kobe Herald. Very 
gencral sympathy will be felt for Captain 
Vyvvian in this unfortunate disaster,—the first 
he has had during twenty-five years’ experience 
at sea as a commander, 

The Au.smoulhshire, with a cenain number 
of passeagers on boatd—amongst them three 
ol the chidren of one of the owners, with their 
Governess, Miss Hawker—left Yokohama on 
April 2gth, She had very dirty weather all the 
way down and a thick foy set in as she entered 
Bungo Channel. That was’ between 6 and 7 
o'cleck on Saturday night. The weather clear- 
ed op after the channel was entered and this 
continued until about midnight when it set in 
thick again, The ship was then slowed down 
until about 1 am, when the fog lifted. Full 
speed ahead was theu ordered, but she had not 
gone far when it again became necessary to put 
her under easy speed, a dense fog settling down 
at a quarter to 2, She was kept at this 
till 20 past 2, when both the lookout 
men (two were stationed forward) and the 
officers on the bridge—Captain Vyvvian him- 
self and the 2nd Officer, Mr. A, J. Metcalfe— 
sighted something through the fog straight 
ahead. Orders were given at once to reverse 
the engines and go full speed a tern, but 
promptly though the orders from the bridge 


were ucied upon by the Engineer on watch the |. 


ship struck before she had lost way. The ship 
was going dead slow at the time, and therefore 
did not sinke heavily but went up very quietly, 
All hands were called. Word was conveyed to 
the passengers lo dress and get on deck; thi 
men were ordered to boat stations and every- 
thing made ready for the worst. Mr, Kennedy, 
the Chief Officer, speaks very highly indeed of 
the beheavicur of the crew—Chinese. The 
men mustered in response to the boatswain's 
whistle and fell in ready for emergencies, There 
was no sign of a pawic and little or no excite 
ment, The boats were swung out and lowered 
to the rail Feady to leave the ship®side at a 
moment's notice, Jlankets were got ready for 
the passengers, but this notwithstanding. the 
lle ones—the three children on board range 
wage from 4 to 1o—felt the sharp cold air of 
the night acutely. Every one speaks in the 
highest terms of the discipline preserved during 
this trying (me, Captain Vyvvian decided to 
back his ship off if possible, so when everything 
was seen lo be ready for an immediate transfer 
lo the boats if necessary orders were passed to 
the Engine Koom to go full speed astern, After 
t§ minutes’ work the ship came off. By this 
time the fog had lifted and the position of the 
ship was seen. She had gone ashore close to 
the westernmost point of Sada Misaki. A few 
hundred yards further west and she would have 
passed clear and unscathed. She was making 
water and an hour alter being refloated had 5 
fect of water in No. t hold. Captain Vyvvian 
decided tu make for Moji, that being the near- 
est port, and there ascertain where the best 
docking accommodation could be obtained. 
Moji was reached safely on the 2nd inst, after 
a period of intense anxiety, Afier making full 
inquiries it was decided to come back to Kobe, 
where the steamer safely arrived oo the 4th inst, 

The Monmouthshire is now in dry dock at 
Kawasaki and examination of her bottom shows 
that she is very badly damaged. Her repairs 
are likely to occupy two or three weeks, Sada 
Misaki, the scene of the disaster, is a rocky 
coast, and, altogether, it may be considered a 
very fortunate thing that the steamer was so 
Soon and so successfully got off and brought 
salely into port.

MORE nour THE EIOMTH ATTACK Ones

The Japanese Fleet did not trouble Port 
‘Arthur for several days preceding the r3th 
(28th April) when seven or eight Japanese war- 
ships suddenly approached the Port during the 
night, The Russian Authorities sent aut some 
ships to engage them. Roth fleets: fired at 
‘each other for a short time with no decisive 
result, : 

On the night of the rth (30th April) at ar 
‘o'clock the Russians quietly sent out six of 
_ their, warships to engaye the Japanese outside. 
of the Harbour, but before they could get near 
cnough, they were noticed by the Japanese 
who fired on themand they returned the fire, 
The engagement lasted for three hours ending 
in the destruction of five of ‘the Russian war- 
ships. If nt for the appearance of three or 
four Russian men-of-war that came out of the 
Port to save them, the whole of the Russian: 
fleet would have been destroyed.: The Rus- 
sian Admiral and four officers were killed in 


” that battle while the number of marines killed 


that night is at present unknown. It is said 
that the Russian Admiral who was killed had 


been at one time Admiral in the Black Sea, | 


During the tinye of the Boxer Rebellion in 
North China over thirty thousand Chinese 
were driven by him into the tea and drowned, 
consequently the report of his present death in 
the hands of the Japanese is hearlily welcomed 
by the Chinese who considered it as a telribu- 
tion from Heaven. 

Tt is reported that during the battle, the Ad- 
miral's flagship was severely datnayed, and 
seeing that the Japanese ships were approach - 
ing to capture the ships with allon board, the 
Admiral jumped overboard and was afterwards 
saved by a Russian torpedo boat after having 
swam for about three or fourli. The water 
was rather rough at the time and the Admiral 
is said to have imbibed a large quantity of sea. 
water, 80 that when he arrived at Port Arthur, 
he was so exhausted and ill that he could not 
rise from his bed and died the next day.—Uni-

AN OFFICIAL DENIAL, 

Colone] Odorodaikoff of the Russian General

“Tientsin, 3rd May, 

It is necessary to contradict altogether the 
unfounded report, which appeared in Reuters 
telegram of 2nd May from London via Bombay 
about the news reaching Washington, that a 
Rreat battle had beon. fought ‘onathe Yalu re- 
sulting'in a complete victory forthe Japanese, 

Asa matter of fact there was only an or- 
dinary engagement of vanguards from our part, 
which, as on any such occasion, had the pur- 
pose of discovering the enemy's strength and 
the direction of their movement. After this 
had been successfully carried out our vanguard, 
having sustained very insignificant losses, 
drew ‘away to another position, not engaging! 
in any serious action, 

On this very occasion the Japanese have: 
done everything in their power to assist our} 
vanguard to discover what was wanted. : 

On April 30th the Japanese deployed all 
their artillery (field guns as well as siege 
cannons) and were firing aimlessly from 10 
am. till § pm. On the same day they 
crossed the Yalu. river with a much stronger 
number than was necessary to attack 
our small detachment. The next morning the 
Japanese reopened the bombardment, prepar- 
ing an attack, In the meantime. our detach: 
ment ceased firiog, as the enemy’s strength 
was discovered in a much more appreciable 
way and degree thaa we possibly could have 
hoped for. Any fu ther action was of course 
quite useless for us, 

It is therefore quite evident that the Japanese 
had an absolutely wrong idea about the 
strength of our detachment and did not ‘at all 
understand the object and sense of the action, 

And after all thatthe Japanese had nothing 
bettertodo but to assure that the deploy of 
the r artillery was not aimless at all and that 
they gained a complete victory.

THE UTTER UNREADINESS OF RUSSIA 
FOR WAR. 


The Jack of foresight and prevision on the 
part of the British Government at the beginning 
of the Boer canipaign ‘sinks into insignificance 
compared lo the chaotic unpreparedness of Rus- 
sia on the outbreak of hostilities with Japan. 
The Philistines were not more astonished than 
the world when the Japanese David went forth

No serious steps had been taken 
to defend the passage of the Yalu, the chipf 
obstacle at Newch wang was a half demolis 
Chinese fort and at their stronghold, Port 
Arthur, military merry-making and money- 
making were the orders of theday, Practically 
the only defence was a partly ice bound coast.

WALLING TO BLOCK PORT ARTHUR, 

The Japanese, however, have very wisely 
refrained from:invading the Peninsula until the 
Russian fleet has bten satisfactorily accounted 
for; it being quite evident from the repeated 
attempts made to block Port Arthur, that 
Japan's main object just now is to Prevent any 
possibility of the Baltic and Asiatic fleets 
uniting. Ifthe Japanese succeed in annibilat- 
sng or locking up the Port Arthur fleet, they 
will then be in a position to devote their entire 
naval strength against the Baltic Squadron in 
the event of the latter coming East. Possibly 
‘they may go to meet them, forcing the Russian 
ships to fight portless and depleted of coal. 

FOREIGN REFUGEES

of war have been wending their way to- 
wards the Yalu during the last two months, 
Directly hostilities commenced that 800 troops 
stationed ut Fenghuaucheng were depatched. 
to the Yalu, where the consiruction of forts and 
entrenchments were commenced in feverish 
haste. The, refugees, who have lived years in 
the country, state that no attempt has been 
made to fortify Fenghuancheng, and that if the 
Russians are driven from the Yalu they have 
no second line of defence, and will have to fall 
back upon Liaoyang. 

Speaking of the Russian troops, my inform- 
ants expressed high admiration of the Cossacks, 
but thought that they were likely o be greatly 
handicapped by want of fodder fortheir horses, 
the country in the neighbourhood of the-Yalu 
and Fenghuanchang being unpr.ductive of 
grass of material’ which could be utilised for 
horse food. As regards the Rossian infantry, 
many of them appeared to: be dispirited and 
jacked enthusiasm over’ the ‘war. The bare

boats were to hand, Il was true that several 
fiundred naval artisans arrived by rail, and 
were busy doctoring up the damaged warships.

There were four Govern- 
ment contractors who had their godowns 
crammed with all sorts of provisions, and he 
thought that so far as food was concerned the 
Russians at Arthur were in a position to stand 
a year’s siege with equanimity, The number 
of troops did not amount to more than 5,co0 
while the foreign civil community numbered 
about 500, The amusements of the town went 
on gust as usual, the military bind gave a 
public performance three times a week, and 
the cafes were in full swing from morning till 
night. My friend concluded by stating that 
he had so little fear of a siege or fulure bom- 
bardments that he intended returning wilbin 


“the next week or two to Carry on his business 


at Port Arthur. [ amafraid he doesnot know 
what pushing little fellows the Japanese are, 
and that when he retiirns m a fortnight be 
might find his house occupied by Japanese.— 
Shanghai Mercury.

Tokio, roth May. —The Imperial Ordinance 
regarding the. Joan has been gazetted. The 
leading Japanese journals welcome it as a 
financial coup, while regretting the hypotheca- 
ion of the Cusoms as security, Parcs Bank, 
London, and Kuhn, Loeb & Co, New York, 
each take half the loan. 

The Russian troops that retreated from 
Fénghuangchéng are collecting at Motienling 
Pass on the road to Lianyang. General Kuro- 
patkin’s troops from Liaoyang are also moving 
down to that point, and it will probably be the 
scene of a serious engagement. The Russian 
troops evacuating Newchwang are concentrat- 
ing in the direction of Liaoyang. 

Coreins in Russian pay in North Hamyong 
province have cut off the Japanese inilitary 
wires, 

Three hundred Russians taken prisoners in 
the Yalu operations have arrived in Japan. 

Tokio, tith May.—Admiral ‘Togo reports 
that explosions are being continually heard 
from Port Arthur, apropos of which it may be 
mentioned that it is privately understood that 
the Russians are destroying the remnants of 
their men-of-war. 

The Port Arthur squadron under Admiral 
Stark when the war broke out comprised seven 
battleships, the 7surevitch, Perseviel, Pelro- 


| paviovsk, Pobiedu, Poltava, Retvizan, and 


Sevaslopol ; two first-class cruisers, the Askold 
and Bayan; four second-class cruisers, the 
Boyarin, Diana, Novtk, and Pallada, and a 
large number of smaller vessels ; and all these, 
including the first-class cruiser Varyay and the 
gunboat Koreete, have been put out of action 
since the war began without the loss of a single 
Japanese man-of-war, 

Peking, rth May.—There is a rumour at 
Newchwang that the Japanese occupied Kai- 
ping, a city on the Manchurian railway some 
16 miles s0:th of Tashihchiag, on the gth, and 
there is a widespread..beliel that they will 
arrive at Newchwang on the 13th. The Rus- 
sians show grpat haste and confusion in their 
endeavours to esca e froin the seat of war; 
their troops are gathering al Newchatun station 
to escape before the Japanese arrive. 

Yokio, rith May.—A second issue of ex- 
chequer bonds to the amount of a hundred 
million yen (£ 10,000,000 sterling) will possibly 
be made at the end of the month, The 
Cabinet is to confer with the bankers and 
financiers to-night, The new foreign loan is 
intended to secure the convertible notes, and 
the whole proceeds will be kept in London.

have the cargo detained in Shanghai, in con- 
vormity with the principle of neutrality, etc., etc., 
therefore he (the Taotai) asks the Gommis- 
sioner to carry out the Major-General’s request. 

The Guselte also publishes the Commission- 


ers reply, which, in addition (0 acknowledging 


the Laotai's despatch and mentioning the 
quantities of lead brought to Shanghai by the 
French Mail steamer Sa/azie, also gives the in- 
formation that the goods which have been de- 
clared to be contraband are now detained in 
the China Merchants’ Customs Godown Na. 16. 
Phe Commissioner's reply concludes by request- 
ing the Taota: to inform the Russian Military 
Agent tq the above effect. 

Shanhaikwan, May 2.--A Japanese woman 
arrived here in a carriage mysteriously last 
night, having left Harbin on April rgth.

For- 
cigners are preparing to protect themselves as 
it is fully expected that, as soon as the last of 
the Russians leave, rowdies and a lot of bad 
characters, now collected at Newchwang, will 
raid both the native and foreign residences, 
CUTION OF CAPTURED 

JAPANESE, 

Peking, April 29.—The Movee rai reports 
that General Kuropatkin has captured two jap: 
anese officers at China, 30 versts from Harbin, 
and to the south-west. The officers had been 
destroying the railway track. They were dis- 
guised in Mongolian costumes and had bombs, 
smokeless powder and a very fine map in their 
possession, The officers were tried by court 
martial at Harbin and sentenced ta be shut 
according to Article No, 281, Chapter 11 of the 
Military Criminal Code. 

In the course of the trial they said calmly :— 
“We are officers of the Japanese Army.” 
Questioned why they had ventured into the 
cuuntry, they said bravely:—“ We came here 
to destroy Russian railways and telegraphic 
communications. As officers we cannot tell 
you where we came from, and you need not 
ask the question. We simply await your 
proper decision.” 

Asked as to the number of Japanese officers 
engayed in the same work, these officers an- 
swered that they did not know but there were 
a great many, 

General Kuropatkin expressed admiration of 
the officers’ courage in face of death, The 
names of bese officers are Yokogawa Sezo, 
and Oki Teisuke,— Mainichi,
